Some 49 percent of voters di.sjip- 
provc of Clinton’s performance as 
presidcnt.-Justtlieoppo.site of rcsult.s 
in early May, when 49 percent ap- 
proved and 37 pcrcent.di.sappro'ved, 
according to the CBS News poll. 

The poll also found (hat 56 per- 
cent of voters arc concerned that 
Clinton might make serious mis- 
takes. while 36 percent say they 
trust him to deal with all the prob- 
lems facing a president. 

I'he poll was conducted among n 
nationwide sample of 1,184 adults 


who were interviewed by telephone 
May 27-«29. The margin of error is 
plus or minus 3 percentage points.. 

In January, before Clinton was in- 
augiiralcd, 56 percent of Americans 
Tliouglinre could be ir^j.sic(lTO''dCJll' 
with presidential issues. 

Al that time, 74 percent of the 
public also said they thought Clin- 
ton ca^s abounhc needd and prob- - 
lems of people like themselves. In 
the latest poll, that number dropped 
to 58 percent. 

Nearly one in five of those who 
voted for Clinton last November say 
they would not vote for him now. 

If the 1992 election were held 
now, Clinton would get 35 percent 
of the vote, as would former Presi- 
denrBush. according to the poll.
